economical ration, consisting as large­ 
ly as possible of home grow n feed. 
Plenty of corn silage and good al­ 
falfa or clover hay should form the 
basis of such a ration. 
To illustrate 
the m atter in dollars and cents I wish 
lo quote a few figures from the Vo­ 
lant 
Cow 
Testing 
Association 
of 
Lawrence county. According to actual 
figures 
from March 
1st, 
1922, 
to 
March 1st, 1923, with 275 head of 
cattle tested in 19 herds for the en­ 
tire year, the average cost of produc­ 
ing one hundred pounds of milk was 
Si.25; the average cost of producing 
one pound of butter fat was 28 cents; 
the average cost of feed per cow was 
$91.80; the average income over cost 
of feed per cow was $113.41; 
the 
average rqturfl of one dollar expend­ 
ed for feed was $2,23, using m arket 
prices for feed at the farm . 
Shows Average Income 
“The average income of the pure 
bred and grade Holsteins and Jerseys 
over cost of feed was $118.42; of the 
scrubs $71.50, a difference of $46.92 
in favor of the pure bred and grade 
cows. 
In wanting of hi* testing ex­ 
ig e n c e s , Paul Stonebraker, Tester, 
says that twelve per cent of the cows 
were scrubs, and because this is an 
exceptionally low average is one of 
the reasons of high production in the 
Association as well as one 
of 
the 
economical reasons. 
The other re a ­ 
sons for the excellent record are the 
good feeding and care by the majority 
of the members and the keeping of 
daily milk sheets, because, in doing 
this, it is possible to feed according 
to the cows* production and a con­ 
siderable saving of feed can be e f­ 
fected. 
“The lowest producing herd in the 
Association averaged 5140 pounds of 
milk and 191.9 pounds of butter fat, 
making an average income over cost 
of feed of $50.11 not sufficient to com ­ 
ps nsate the costs of labor and over­ 
head 
expenses connected 
with 
the 
handling of the product. 
“On the other hand taking from 
the records of the herd of W. 0. 
Martin, with twelve pure bred and 
grade Jerseys, he had an average but­ 
ter fat of 340.7 pounds per cow' for 
the year with an average income per 
cow over coat of feed of $112.20. 
Mr. 
Martin is not a book farm er but a 
\e rv k e e n . thinker and has told me 
th at he is m aking more money or 
twelve cows as a result of cow test­ 
ing than he formerly did with 20 cows, 
and is saving money, time and feed. 
Would Eliminate Hoarders 
“ The Adams countv farm er is con­ 
fronted with a probable shortage of 
hay and roughage for his cattle. 
It 
Is time to cut down the overhead ex­ 
pense* by getting rid of the boarder 
cows. 
T h:s cannot be done unless the 
farm er keens a rec ord of that cow and 
if she is not making at least 6000 
pounds of milk she is not worth her 
salt. 
We would like to organize a 
cow te stirg as-ociation in the county. 
Si ch an organization would mean we 
must have 26 
members. 
The 
cow 
tester on his monthly round* would 
t*e ab'e to heln each farm er in work- 
;ng out his own individual feed prob- 
ltm , balancing of rations, etc. 
“ A lot of you are wondering what 
to do with your 90 cent wheat. 
By 
experiment in feeding 
dairy 
cattle 
where five pounds of ground wheat 
replaced an equal weight of corn meal 
in the ration returns in milk and fat 
were 
practically unchanged. 
Com­ 
pared with com, wheat c a rru s slight­ 
ly more carbohydrate in the form of 
starch, more crude protein and much 
less fat. 
Though low in mineral m at­ 
ter, it contains somewhat more lime, 
phosphoric acid and potash than com. 
While the nutritive ratio of corn is 
I to 10.4. that of wheat is I to 7.1. Like 
corn. wheat should be supplemented 
by feeds rich in nrotein and lime. 
Fed 
in 
properly 
balanced 
rations, 
wheat is about equal to corn for milk 
production. 
The farm ers 
who 
are 
gasping for breath while the price 
of wheat drops from 
day 
to 
day 
might feed one-half of their wheat on 
the farm, and holding the other half 
would tend to control the dumping 
r f wheat on the m arket and they 
would have the advantage of receiv­ 
ing a lot more for the half they held 
and at the same time have the use 
of the other half and have their money 
in their pocket by way of their milk 
iheck each month. 
Cost of Cow Testing 
“ With 26 members in a cow testing 
association, the initial cost for each 
member would be $3 25 which would 
go for equipment 
such 
as 
bottles, I 
breakage, acid. etc. 
Whore a man has i 
more than eight cows it would cost 
him $3.25 per month with ten cents 
additional for each cow above eight 
cows and where he has twelve cows 
it would he $3.50 per member. 
Be­ 
low eight cow's it would cost $2.25 
per member. 
Most efficient cow te st­ 
ing associat ors are conducted where 
members have large herds. 
In addi­ 
tion to this exoense the farm er would 
furnish the faster while at his fa inn 
with board and lodgings on the day he 
tested at that place. 
If the tester 
has a car of his own. arrangem ents , 
are made whereby 
the 
association 
pays in addison to the salary, $5.00 
per month on wear and te a r of the 
ear. 
If the tester uses a horse and 
buggy, the fa inner feeds the horse the 
day he was there doing testing work.” )

Beat Labor Shortage By Helping With 
Crops. 


Bloomsburg, 
Pa. 
Aug. 
I.—The 
shortage of farm labor has held few 
terrors for the farm ers of this part 
of the state this summer. 
The f a rm e d are combining in small 
groups to get their work done, four 
to six neighbors working together. In 
haym aking time the 
fan ners with 
their team s worked on one farm one 
day, another the next, and so on all 
m embers of the group getting their 
work done more effectively and 
less expense than in some other years. 
Women also helped their husbands 
in the fields. 
In haymaking 
time 
they drove the hay rak^s and handled 
the horses hitched to the hay forks 
at the barn when the hay was being 
unloaded, while it Aas not uncommon 
during harvest to see a woman driving 
three horses hitched to a binder. One 
farm er, whose wife complained she 
could not handle three horses to the 
binder, hooked his automobile truck 
to the reaner and the wife drove the 
truck while the farm er and his son 
did the shocking. 
At Orangeville, near here, men from 
the town, completing their day’s work
